The Planning Commission recommended
these annexations by a 9-0 vote.

Schuller said that the services are available from the existing
Infrastructure In the ground.

Bill Faust, applicant, requested the annexation under the new
zoning ordinance. The annexation could be under land use as opposed
to "AA". Faust said he has "DL" second height & area contiguous to
1t. Faust requested that the property be annexed at DL second. He
also brought land use maps and brochures on the entire park.
